Chief Healey attended the session in 
Mayor Thompson's office when the nu- 
merous cabinet officers were called in to.

No Safe Way Out. 

“Since then,“ the chief sald last night, 
“TI have given the problem the most: 
serious consideration and have endeav- 
ored to solve it in some way The only 
alternative I could find for the plan of :

But that, I found, would req 
every man in the department to take go 
long a vacation that the department 
would be short 400 men and officers all 
through the year. 

“I probably shall leave the chief's 
office in another week and it would not 
be fair to my successor for me to recom- 
mend such a reduction in the strength 
of the force. . 

Protection of life and property was 
one of the first, if not the first, causes 
for the organization of cities. It is per- 
haps the first duty the city owes its 
people. I believe almost any other 


| branch of the government should be sac- 


rificed before the police 
should be crippled.”’ 

The chief had been instructed to cut 
$1,010,440 from his 1916 appropriation of 
$7,342,583. Instead his estimates showed 
a total of $7,441,894.
